not see the offender actually commit the erie, 
but that: sufficient proof can be established of the 
offender's guilt, a report. shall nde to the 
Commander of the Army in the Field, who is 
hereby empowered (o deal with the ease as he aay 
deem most conduciv maintenanee of Good 
Order and Military Discipline, The duties of 
Provost Marshals being limited to the punishment, 
of offenders whom they may detect in the actual 
commission of any erime, the General Commund- 
ing the Forces in the Vield will cause them to exer- 
cise the powers entrusted to them in such manner 
and under such circumstances as he may consider 
best caleulated to prevent and instantly to repress
